George A. Champlain 
Is First Victim of 
Drowning on Sat­ 
urday Last. 


HOLD FUNERAL 
2 P. M. TUESDAY 


After lying in the 
cold, 
muddy 
waters of the Auburn shale brick 
yard quarry, west of here, for almost 
two hours, the body of George Allen 
Champlain. 10-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. 
Luther 
L. 
Champlain. 
Murphy 
apartm ents, 
Baltimore 
street, was recovered shortly before 
4 o’clock, Saturday afternoon. 
William Brown, a member of the 
junior class at Gettysburg college, 
found the body in about six feet of 
water, twenty feet from shore. 
After the body was brought to 
shore, the inhalator of the G ettys­ 
burg fire departm ent was used, but 
to no avail. 
Later 
the body was 
taken to the W arner hospital by 
“Whitey” 
W orthington, 
Carlisle 
street, accompanied by Horace L. 
Bender, Baltimore street, who used 
artificial respiration, but when phy­ 
sicians examined 
the boy 
at the 
hospital life was extinct. 
Raft Capsizes 
The Cham plain boy, in company 
with 
Joseph Reaver and 
Charles 
Reaver, Jr., brothers, Railroad street 
went to the brick yard quarry, Sat­ 
urday afternoon, to fish. 
Shortly after they arrived 
there, 
the boys launched 
a 
small 
raft 
They were about 20 feet from shore 
when the float suddenly capsized, 
and ail three boys were percipitated 
into the water. 
None of the boys 
was able to swim, but the Reaver 
children succeeded in paddling to 
shallow water. 
No other persons were in the im ­ 
mediate vicinity when the raft cap­ 
sized. although a number of boys 
were at the 
quarry some distance 
away.

Studrntft Aid In Search 
Some time after the tragedy, the 
Reaver 
boys 
walked 
around 
the 
quarry and joined the other group 
of boys, all of whom were older. 
W hen the Reaver boys were asked 
where the third boy who had been 
with them was, they said he had 
drowned 
About 20 m inutes later, four col­ 
lege 
students, 
William 
Compton. 
Wallace Calvert, Charles Althouse 
and Anthony Savarese, arrived at 
the quarry to swdm, and were told 
about the Cham plain boy drowning, 
The college students dived into 
the quarry, but were unsuccessful in 
their efforts to find the body. 
Later, two grappling irons from 
the Gettysburg fire company were 
provided, and afterw ard a small row 
boat was brought to the pond and 
dragging of the bottom began. 
It rem ained, however, for Brown 
to find the body, and bring it to 
land. 
Raymond Quick, another col­ 
lege student, helped Brown. 
Dr. Edgar A Miller. Adams county 
coroner, signed the death certificate J 
as accidental drowning. 
The young drowning victim, the J 
first in Adams county this year, was , 
a pupil in the second grade at the 
High street public school.
